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WHATEVER progress is being made in the attainment 
of woman’s rights, it is plain at least that woman is not 
slow to use such rights as she does attain. On the ninth 
of the present month the Evidence Further Amendment 
Act, 1869, which empowers the parties to an action for 
breack of promise of marriage to give evidence at the 
trial, received the Royal assent. On Saturday, the four- 
teenth, a breach of promise case came on for trial before 
Mr. Justice Brett at Leeds, and the plaintiff, a young 
woman, was tendered as a witness on her own behalf. 
The learned judge was obliged to admit her evidence, 
though, apparently, with no very cordial satisfaction. 











IT APPEARS THAT a statement was lately made in the 
now famous Queen’s Messenger, upon the authority of 
“a county member,” to the effect that Mr. Newman, 
the solicitor, had said that he had heard Mr. Knox, the 
magistrate, say that he “ must commit Mr. Grenviile 
Murray because the pressure of peers put on him was 
too strong to resist.” Mr. Newman thereupon wrote to 
Mr, Knox contradicting the story, and adding, “ You are 
quite at liberty to make what use you think proper of 
this letter’’ Mr. Knox is reported to have read out this 
letter in open court, with the remark that the state- 
ment in the newspaper was not true and that Mr. New- 
man’s statement was true. Of course, it is satisfactory 
to know that Mr. Knox did, not say what he was 
charged with saying. But even without any denial, 
we de not think that many people ivould have believed 
that he did say it. And the example set by Mr. Knox 
is one which, if generally followed, would hardly con- 
duce to the dignity of the bench. 

THE PRESS IS NATURALLY and justly jealous of any 
interference with its legitimate liberty. And none can 
be more alive to the importance of the liberty of the 
press than we are. But there does seem to us to bea 
tendency among some newspaper writers to assume that 
every judicial decision against a newspaper is an in- 


justice and a wrong. And this tendency has been con- | 
spicuously illustrated by the comments of some of our | 
contemporaries upon the cagesof Alington v. Lilivtt, tried | 


the other day at Croydon. It was an action by Mr. 
Julius Alington, a gentleman of family and_ position, 
against the proprietors of Hehves, for a libel published in 
that paper. It appeared that one evening in the month 
of June last Mr. Alington had some altercation with an 
attendant at the Prince of Wales Theatre ; and in the 
end Mr. Alington struck the attendant. For this assault 
Mr. Alington was brought before the Marlborough-street 
Police Court. There was, of course, no doubt that the 
assault had been committed ; but the complainant further 
swore that the assault was substantially unprovoked, and 
that Mr. Alington, before striking him, had turned round 
adiamond ring on his finger so that the stone might in- 
flict a severe cut. This statement as to the ring was 


not confirmed by any other witness; neither was it 
contradicted,Mr, Alington’smouth being, of course, closed. 
The magistrate, it would now appear wrongly, believed 
this statement, and, after some strong remarks upon 


the conduct of the accused, not only convicted Mr. 
Alington of the assault, bnt sentenced him to a sub- 
stantial fine of £5, with the alternative of two months’ 
imprisonment. 

Upon these facts was founded the article in Lchoes 
out of which the recent action arose. Zvhoes did not re- 
port the case at all, in the ordinary sense of the term. 
It did not give the nature of the charge, the evidence 
and the decision, and the other incidents of the trial in 
their due sequence so as to enable a reader to form his 
own judgment upon the whole case. But it published 


| an article under the heading, “‘ Described as a gentle- 
| man.” The article began by simply stating as facts the 
| assault and the turning of the ring, adding the sentence. 


It went on to refer to the accused in such elegant terms 
as “this rowdy ruffian with mock diamond knuckle- 
dusters;’’ “ a ruffian, a brute, anda coward ”’ ; “ the army 
is honoured by no such rowdy, the navy undisgraced by 
such an entry on its muster-roll, the War Office has no 
such clerk, the Foreign Office hides no such blackguard- 
ism ;” “the name perceptibly illustrious for its black- 
guardism.” In short, as the counsel for the defendant in 
the late trial is reported to have remarked, “ it could not 
be pretended that the article was in good taste, or written 
in a proper tone or style.” But further, the article went 
on to say or suggest that Mr. Alington, who had de- 
scribed himself as a gentleman, was in fact neither by birth 
nor position entitled to any such description, but was 
probably a waiter in his father’s cookshop. For this 
article an action of libel was brought. The defence set 
up was that the article was a fair comment upon the 
trial in the police court. The Lord Chief Baron, how- 
ever, told the jury that * he would not affront them by 
putting it to them whether the article could be considered 
fair comment.” And the jury looked at the matter in 
much the same light, for they gave Mr. Alington £500 
damages. Some zealous champions of the liberty of the 
press seem to be displeased with the learned judge and 
with the jury ; but we believe that sensible people, whether 
lawyers or not, will fully concur with them. The right 
of a newspaper writer or any other person to publisha 
fair report of the proceedings of a court of justice, ora 
fair comment upon those proceedings, is, of course, clear. 
But Lehoes published no report, fair or otherwise, of what 
took place before the Court. It threw into the form of 
a sensational narrative the conclusions which the magis- 
trate appeared to have drawn from those proceedings, 
an entirely different thing from reporting the pro- 
ceedings. And, as to fair comment, it is hard to say how 
such language as we have quoted is fair comment, or 
foul comment, or any other kind of comment upon any- 
thing whatsoever. It is simply the coarsest abuse. But, 
lastly, how can it be a fair comment upon a man’s con- 
viction for an assault, however aggravated, to say that 
he is a liar and an impostor, calling himself a gentleman 
| but really a waiter in a cookshop. It appears that the 
verdict is to be questioned in the Court above. We do 
not care to form any opinion as to whether the damages 
awarded were of exactly the right amount or not. But 
we shall be much surprised if the Court should hold 
either that the ruling of the Chief Baron was wrong in 
law, or that the jury were wrong in giving the plaintiff 
very substantial damages. 





WE HAVE BEEN favoured with a copy of the sub- 
joined letter of Mr. Benjamin on the subject of im- 
aginary American claims to estates in England, re- 
ferred to by us in arecent number. From the interest 
of the subject and the clearness and completeness with 
which it is treated, this letter deserves a wide publicity:—

Will you permit me through your columns to send a 
word of warning to the public against a scheme of 
swindling which is now extensively practised in the United 
States.

reached me from Louisiana and other parts of the Union, 
written by persons, many of whom are educated and intelli- 
gent, making inquiries relative to estates represented as exist- 
ing in thiscountry unclaimed, and awaiting theappearance of 
heirs residing in America. In every instance that has come 
to my knowledge the statements are false, and evidently 
made for the purpose of defrauding parties out of sums, 
large or small, under pretext of paying the costs of 
records, copies, &c., said to be necessary for the assertion 
of the pretended claim. 

One case may be selected as an example. A banker by 
the name of James Wood died in Gloucester, in the year 
1636, leaving a fortune of about £800,000. His will was 
the subject of much litigation, but was finally decided to be 
valid, and the estate was ordered to be divided among the 
legatees, under a decision of the House of Lords, in 1847. 
Any one desirous of having particulars of the litigation can 
trace it through the different courts as follows : Inthe Preroga- 
tive Court of Canterbury, reported in 2 Curtess, p. 82. 2. On 
appealtothe Privy Council, in 3 Moore’s Privy Council Cases, 
at p. 355. And 3. In the House of Lords in the case entitled 
The Corporation of Gloucester v. Osborne, 1 H. L. Cas. 272. 
Although his estate has thus been finally settled and 
distributed for more that twenty years, I do not at ail 
exaggerate in stating that not a month passes without my 
receiving one or more letters from persons who are ap- 
proached by some pretended agent of some imaginary great 
firm of London solicitors, engaged in seeking for the heirs 
of the great intestate banker, James Wood, whose fortune, 
amounting to ten millions sterling, is lying in the Bank of 
England, awaiting a claimant. 

The usual mode of proceeding adopted is to propose to 
undertake the business free of expense, the proposer to re- 
ceive only a share of what may be recovered. This seems 
so reasonable that in most cases the dupe readily swallows 
the bait. A short time afterwards he is informed that all 
inquiries and researches have resulted favourably, and that 
nothing is wanted to insure success, except the cost of a few 
copies of records and other papers, and that the proposer 
having already incurred great expense in conducting the 
necessary inquiries and researches, is left without resources 
at the very moment when a few pounds would suffice to 
secure the fruits of his labour and expenditure, Many are 
the victims from whom sums, varying from £20 to £500, have 
been thus extracted, and the number of persons engaged in 
this system must be very great, and the sums received by 
them very considerable, if at all in proportion to the number 
of letters received here on the subject. Many thousands of 
pounds are known to have been expended by those who 
could ill afford to bear the loss in the pursuit of the great 
Jennings estate ; and some of those who have spent money 
in this way have actually been deluded into writing to me 
their conviction that they were entitled to dislodge the pre- 
sent Duke of Marlborough from Blenheim Castle, by 
virtue of their descent from the famous Duchess, Sarah 
Jennings. 

Most of the persons who are duped are ignorant on two 
points which, in nearly every instance, would satisfy them 
at once of the utter folly of the hopes they indulge. The 
first is that an alien cannot be an heir in England when 
there is no will, and that he cannot take real estate even if 
left to him by will. ‘The second is that, in England, estates 
devolve upon the eldest son alone, and on his eldest son in 
succession, and are not divided in shares among all the chil- 
dren, as in Louisiana and other States. Yet nothing is more 
common than for persons to assert heirship'to the supposed 
shares of younger brothers and sisters, or to claim, as natives 
of the United States, heirship to Englishmen who had left 
no wills. 

In the hope that this exposure will be of some use to my 
fellow-citizens, in whose welfare I retain the deepest 
interest, and may protect them to some extent from the 
sharpers who are plundering them, I remain, very respect- 
fully, your obedient servant, J.P. Bensamin. 


COMMITTALS BY COUNTY COURT JUDGES numbered last 
year 33,850, and of these no less than 9,592 persons were 
sent to prison. A trifle over 570,000 causes were deter- 
mined in the year: and, congequently, one person was 
committed for every sixteen causes determined, and one 
was taken to prison for every sixty causes determined. 
As the power of committal now exercised by the county 
court judges is retained (with slight exceptions which 


apply to frauds) in the new Imprisonment for Debts Ay 
it may be interesting to analyse briefly the manner jp 
which the judges exercised the power last year. A ju 


is now very rarely called upon to commit for fraud,ang © 
we may, therefore, treat the existing law as substan. — 


tially the same as it will be next year. The judge mug 
be satisfied that the debtor is able to pay before making 
an order of committal, a question of so vague a chy. 
racter that we need not be surprised at a considerable 
want of uniformity in the number of committals 
different judges. The following table, compiled from the 
recent return, will show a greater number of discre. 
pancies and of a more extraordinary kind than most 
people would expect to find.

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conspicuous exceptions to the average proportion of com- 
mittals to causes determined; the exceptions not being 
confined to any particular district or kind of distzict, but 
spread over the whole country. We find, for instance, that 
the five circuits 3, 9, 10, 19 and 27, in which the great- 
est number of committals take place, have for their chief 
towns Carlisle, Stockport, Bolton, Derby, and Hereford; 
whilst the circuits 11, 12, 13, 16 and 24, which have the 
smallest number, include the towns Bradford, Halifax, 
Sheffield, Hull, and Newport (Monmouthshire). Some of 
the greatest contrasts are supplied by circuits which 
adjoin each other, and whose populations are in every 
respect similar to each other. Thus, at Bolton (circuit 10) 
there is one committal for every five causes determined, 
and at Manchester one in twelve, or in other words a 
debtor’s chances of being committed are as two and & 
half at Manchester to one at Bolton. 

At Hereford there is one commitment to six causes, but 
in theadjoiningcircuit, Newport (24),there is one to eighty- 
five, so that a debtoris just fourteen timesmore liable to be 
committed by the judge of the former than the latter. So 
in the Sheffield and Leeds districts, which are as similar to 








each other as the two previously mentioned, a debtor is just 
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five times as liable to committal at Leeds as he is at Shef- 
field. The greatest contrast of all is that between Bol- 
ton and Sheffield, the chances of a debtor being committed 
at Bolton being twenty-five times greater than at Shef- 
eld. 

. It is obvious that these differences do not arise out of 
the varying circumstances and characteristics of the 
people, but out of the differences in the opinions of the 
judges as to what constitutes ability to pay. Of course 
there can never be anything more than an approximation 
to uniformity of opinion in such a case, but the discre- 

cies we have pointed out amount practically to a 
totally different law in one district from that which pre- 
vails in another, and that other sometimes the one imme- 


diately adjoining. 





THE ENGLISH LAW OF JOINT TENANCY. 


Savigny, in that part of his celebrated work on Posses- 

sion where he investigates the question whether there 
can be a“ possessio plurium in solidum,” states the theory 
of the Roman law with regard to the possession of a 
thing in common by several persons (the compossessio of 
modern jurists) to be that although the possession of each 
in such case may be reciprocally restricted by that of the 
co-possessors, it is only in appearance that the same thing 
is the object of their common possession; juristically con- 
sidered, each possesses only a part, and this part is the 
“yes” over which the right of each owner extends. The 
circumstance that these shares may not be real, but only 
ideally separated from each other, makes no difference. 
The thing which each possesses is throughout his own, 
though the possessors happen accidentally to stand in the 
same relation to each other as the possessors of two 
neighbouring houses. The Roman jurists had neither 
the name or the notion of “compossessio” ; only in ad- 
mitting the capacity of one to possess an ideal share of 
a thing it followed necessarily that the possession of 
another co-possessor was admitted as possible; but there 
was in the relation to this co-possessor nothing peculiar. 
The possibility of a possession of “plurium in solidum” 
—of concurrent rights of several persons to the possession 
of every part of the same thing—is denied by Savigny, 
as being inconsistent with the exclusive character which 
forms part of the nature and definition of possession it- 
self. This conclusion he supports by various citations 
from the digest proving this in regard to possession; one 
of which, as it happens also to prove the same principle 
in regard to property, is here given—it is the assertion 
of Ulpian—“ Celsus filius ait, duorum quidem in solidum 
dominium vel possessionem non posse” (L, 5, 8. 15, com- 
modati Ulpian lib. ad. “edict”). Indeed, this principle 
of Roman law is enunciated in every text book of repu- 
tation (Wornkonig, Inst., s. 311). 
_ The English law of joint-tenancy, which is the sub- 
ject of our present investigation, on the contrary, is 
based upon the principle that each joint-tenant is seised 
of the land “per my et per tout ” of every parcel, and by 
the whole, and in every parcel, and by every parcel, and 
by all the lands and tenements, he is jointly seised with 
his companion (Litt. s. 288). 

This maxim is fruitful of important consequences in 
laying the foundation for the doctrine of survivorship or 
the “jus acerescendi,’ which has received in our law a 
remarkable development. 

The nature of joint-tenancy is stated by Littleton to 
be “ that he which surviveth shall have solely the entire 
tenancy according te such estate us he hath if the 
jointure be continued.” As if three joint-tenants be in 
fee simple, and the one hath issue and dieth, yet they 
which survive shall have the whole tenement, and the 
issue shall have nothing. And if the second joint- 
tenant hath issue and die, yet the third which surviveth 
shall have the whole tenements to him and to his heirs 
for ever (Litt. s, 280). 

As the formula by which a joint estate in fee simple 
was created at common law was a grant to A. and B. 





and their heirs, it is difficult to discover how “heirs” 
came to signify heirs of one so as to exclude the heirs 
of him who dies first : the solution must be sought for 
in the feudal principles on which our real property law 
is based, though even among the systems which owe 
their existence to that source it is considered a pecu- 
liarity of ours that this effect should be given to the 
limitation to the “heirs” in a gift to two or more per- 
sons (Craig de jure Feud. Lib. 2, Dig. 3, pars 19, 20. 

As there are few subjects of discussion in our law in 
which, in doubtful cases, more frequent reference is 
made to the civil law than that of joint-tenancy, it may 
be useful to premise some few general principles of the 
Roman law in regard to the “jus aecrescendi”’ before 
we come to the more minute examination of the doc- 
trine of joint-tenancy of our own municipal system, in 
which this is such an important incident. 

It was considered by the Roman jurists that there 
were three ways in which several persons might in the 
acquisition of property by gifts from testators be bound 
together. First, they might be brought into conjunc- 
tion by being called, not in the same formula, but to the 
same thing: in this case they were called “ Re con- 
juncti” or “ re tantum conjuncti” and the formule were 
thus couched “ Zitio hominem Stichum do lego, Scio 
Stichum do lego. Secondly, they might be united in the 
formula, and also be called to the same thing; in which 
case they were “ve et verbis conjuncti” ; a formula in 
these terms would produce this relation, ‘‘ Zitio et Svio 
hominem Stichum do lego.” 

Thirdly, the conjunction may consist merely in several 
persons being named in the same formula, but in conse- 
quence of either real or ideal parts being attributed to 
them, it was considered that each was called to his par- 
ticular share, each share, though undivided, being the 
res dealt with ; and persons so connected in expression 
merely were called “ verbis conjuncti,” or “ verbis tantum 
conjuncti.” The following formula would produce this 
result—* Titio et Scio fundum equis partibus do lege.” 
This latter form of gift was in fact considered to be the 
same in effect as if the testator had said, “I give to 
Titius one-half of my fundus, and the other half I give 
to Scius,” and that he adopted the shorter form of ex- 
pression, not for the sake of joining the legatees, but for 
the sake of celerity. 

The principle on which the jus accrescendi of the 
Roman law was grounded was the rule that he who, 
according to the form of the gift, would have had the 
whole but for the concurrence of another or others, 
should, if that concurrence were by any means removed, 
be entitled to the whole—i.e., he would have the 
“jus non decrescendi” of that which was in terms 
originally given to him subject only to the rights 
which his “conjunctus ” derived from being concurrently 
called to the same undivided thing. It follows, there- 
fore, that as it was only in the first two classes that there 
was any veal conjunction, it was only in those cases that 
the jus accrescendi or non decrescendi had any place. 
The third class being only conjoined in expression, but 
in reality having separate interests in distinct objects ; 
there was no scope for the operation of the principle on 
which the right in question depended, and it consequently 
never obtained in these cases. 

There was, however, an important instance in which 
the jus accrescendi was admitted which in appearance 
might seem to be a case of verbis conjuncti merely. It 
was where the share or part was first determined by con- 
currence and not gathered from the enumeration made 
by the testator; as if the gift were to Zitio et posthumis, 
here, as it was uncertain how many, or if any, posthwmt 
would come into concurrence with Titius, it was con- 
sidered immaterial whether in the formula reference 
were made to shares, or viriles partes, or otherwise. 
Titius and the posthumi were considered as re et verbis 
conjuncti, because, from the uncertainty as to the sub- 
jects of the right intended to be conferred, the testator 
could not have had a division into a definite number of 
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shares in his mind (L. 16, § ult. de leg. [1.30], L. 6, 7, pr. 
de reb. dub. [5.34]). 

This principle is easily understood by us from the 
analogy furnished by gifts to classes in our own law 
( Viner v. Francis, 2 Cox, 190). 

The circumstance, however, which requires particular 
attention from the English lawyer is the principle, so 
different from his own conceptions on the subject, that 
the jus accrescendi, according to the Roman law, re- 
gularly had no operation except while the gift was in 
suspense. 

As soon as the “ dies cedit,’ which we may, for our 
present purpose, take to be analogous to the interest 
vesting in our law, there was no longer any right of 
survivorship or “jus accrescendi” admitted. The text 
of the digest is express upon this point, “ Si post diem 
legati cedentem legatarius decesserit ad heredem suum 
transfert legatum ” (Dig. Lib. 36, Tit. 2, 1.5, D. 7, Tit. 2, 
l.1,s. 8). This principle is abundantly manifested by 
several passages in the digest, and can be verified by 
reference to any text book of reputation (see Wornkonig, 
Inst., s. 714). Indeed, it will probably appear to any 
one who considers this matter according to the principles 
of the Roman law on the subject both of property or 
dominum, as well as of possession, that it would be im- 
possible to admit, consistently with the doctrine of the 
Roman jurists, that there could be any jus accrescendi as 
regards either dominium or true possession, so soon as the 
legal relations determined by those words had become 
actually existent. 

There was, however, one noteworthy instance in 
which the “jus accrescendi,’ more in accordance with 
the notions we have formed from our own law, was 
allowed to take place, after the constitution or vesting 
of the interest; and this was the case of the usufruct. 
The reason assigned for this being that the usufruct is 
only acquired, as it were, bit by bit, and from moment to 
moment, and therefore, as regards future accruals, must 
be considered as not acquired “et ut Celsus et Julianus 


eleganter aiunt ususfructus cottidie constituitur et legatur 
non ut proprietas, eo solo tempore quo vindicatur”’ (Dig. 
Lib.7, J. 1,s. 3. See Wornkonig, Comm. s. 1172; and 
see generally on the foregoing positions, Thibaut Pand 
Recht, s. 1015 e¢ seg., and Puchta Pand., s, 542, and re- 
ferences, id.).

NOTICE TO PUBLIC COMPANIES. 


Corporations can only be affected with notice through 
the medium of some one or more of their officers, agents, 
or directors. This isa mere truism; but it leads to this 
result, that where it is sought to fix a corporation with 
notice, it is necessary to show not only that what passed 
amounted to notice, but also that the person to whom 
the communication was made was a proper person to 
receive it on behalf of the corporation. 

It was settled long ago that notice to any one of the 
partners in a firm, not being a dormant partner, is notice 
to the firm; and when statutory partnerships began to 
be established under the name of companies the same 
exception prevailed with respect to the ordinary share- 
holders, who are in a company what dormant partners 
are inafirm. Nay, more, it has been held that notice 
of a fact imparted to a director was not notice to the 
company, where the branch of business to which the 
notice referred was under the management of a com- 
mittee of three of the board, of whom the director in 
question was not one. 

Like other rules, the rule that notice to a director, 
officer, or agent of a company is notice to the company, 
without proof of knowledge of the circumstance being 
imparted to the members generally, is subject to several 
exceptions. An obvious qualification of the rule rests on 
a principle which was lately adverted to by the Master of 
the Rolls in Beioley v. Carter (17 W. R. 130), namely, 
that notice to be effectual must be given to the person 





who receives it in the character in which it ig jp. 
tended to affect him, and not in any other character, 
Notice given to the secretary of a company in the mogt 
formal manner would not, we apprehend, be notice to 
the company without evidence of his having communi. 
cated it to the company, unless such notice were ex. 
pressly given to him in his capacity of secretary. Where 
the same person is an officer of two companies, it is at 
least doubtful whether notice to him is notice to both 
companies, without reference to the character in which 
he received notice (Hx parte Bignold, 3 Deac. 151), 
This is a qualification worthy of notice in these days, 
when the same man is frequently a director of not two 
only, but a dozen or more companies. It would never be 
held that knowledge acquired by such a man as director 
of company A. affected company B, with notice. At all 
events, information casually acquired by a director does 
not amount to notice to the company. 

Nor is it enough that notice should be given to an 
officer of the company and in his character as an officer, 
He must also be the proper person to receive notice of 
the particular transaction: Styles v. Cardiff Steam Boat 
Company (12 W. R. 1080,4 N. R. 483), where Mr. Justice 
Blackburn said, ‘“ Whenever a company carries on busi- 
ness, whatever is communicated to the person who is the 
proper person to receive it is the knowledge of the com- 
pany just the same as if it were given to the servant of a 
private individual.” We apprehend that notice of a 
circumstance in the engineer’s department of a railway 
company given to a clerk in the secretary’s office would 
not, without more, be the knowledge of the company, 
where the two departments are distinct. 

We have indicated, to the best of our power, the per. 
son to whom notice should be given in order to fix the 
company. The question remains what amounts to notice, 
when the proper person, according to Mr. Justice Black. 
burn, is discovered. To exclude the operation of the re- 
puted ownership clauses in bankruptcy some kind of no- 
tice is necessary; but the law has nowhere said what 
that notice shall be. So, too, with regard to notice of 
the assignment of any chose in action; no general rule 
can be laid down as to what constitutes notice, and it 
must be left for the Court to decide in many cases. No 
particular form of words is necessary; and a verbal notice 
is equally good with a written notice, the sole question 
being, did the fact come to the agent’s knowledge as 
agent of the company? Where the question is whether 
property was in the order and disposition of a bankrupt 
with the consent of the true owner, it is only necessary to 
prove notice to the company’s agent. It is not necessary 
to bring home actual knowledge to the company, and it 
is immaterial whether, like some companies, they decline 
to attend to notices unless given in a specific manner; 
or like the Bank of England, decline to be bound by any 
notice whatever, 

Verbal notice, as we have seen, is as good as any other. 
But there must be some communication in words or 
otherwise. Mere private knowledge of a transaction 
possessed by one of the directors as well as the actuary 
was held, in Lx parte Burbridge (1 Deac. 181), to be in- 
sufficient to imply that the company knew of the trans- 
action. See the same case under the name of Lv parte 
Watkins (2 Mont. & Ayrt. 690). So, too, information 
casually acquired by a director is not the knowledge of 
thecompany. In Lr parte Carbis (2 Moni. & Ayrt. 693), 
where the question was whether a certain policy of as- 
surance was in the order and disposition of the bank- 
rupt, the agent of the petitioner went to the office, not 
to give notice that the policy was assigned to him, but 
to pay the premium. In the course of conversation with 
the clerk he let fall that the policy was assigned. This 
was held not to amount to notice. And even where the 
secretary of the office became casually acquainted with 
the fact that a policy is assigned, the right of the assignees 
in bankruptcy was not displaced in the absence of proper 
notice (Hdwards v. Martin, 14 W. R. 25). 

It has sometimes been viewed as a question of inten- 
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tion. To some extent this is correct,

so. But it would be absurd to contend that a company 
are fixed with notice where a communication was made 
to the secretary which purported to be notice, but 
through obscurity or for some other reason failed of pro- 
ducing that effect. A more common sense view, if we 
may respectfully say so, was taken in Lr parte Stright 
(Mont. 502), where the party with whom a policy was 
lodged wrote and told the secretary so, but incidentally. 
This was deemed sufficient notice to take the policy out 
of the order and disposition of the bankrupt, though 
there was no evidence that the intention was to give 
notice, the Court being of opinion that the intention was 
of no moment, provided the result was knowledge of 
what had taken place. 

This principle, namely, that you are to look at the re- 
sult in order to determine whether or no notice has 
been given, was recognised by Lord Cairns in Lloyd v. 
Banks, (16 W. BR. 988), a striking case, which will be in 
the recollection of the reader. The trustee of afund saw 
in a newspaper the notice that a petition to the Insolvent 
Court had been presented by his cestui que trust. He 
had no further or other notice of tke insolvency, but 
dealt with him thereafter on the footing of an insolvent. 
Lord Cairns held that an assignee of the cestui que trust 
who had given formal notice of this security subsequently 
to the date of the petition did not thereby acquire priority 
over the assignee in insolvency. The case establishes 
this broad principle, that wherea person is found to have 
known a fact, and to have acted upon his knowledge, he 
will be presumed to have had notice of it; and the 
course inquiry will take for the future in such cases is, 
not what the person to give notice did or did not Go, but 
what the person to receive notice did; and proof of 
formal notice will not be called for where the person to 
receive it has exhibited knowledge of the fact of which 
notice is sought to be proved. 








RECENT DECISIONS. 
EQUITY. 
THE COURT AS A PROTECTOR OF REPUTATION AND 
MERCANTILE CREDIT. 
Dizon v. Holden, V.C.M., 17 W. R. 485. 

The Court will interfere in cases where mischief is 
done to property by the fraudulent misuse of the name 
of another, by which his profits are diminished. A man’s 
credit and good name are part, so to speak, of his capital, 
and as much as any other part of it are entitled to the 
protection of the Court. With mere cases of slander and 
libel the Court will not deal, but where the slander or 
libel complained of has a direct tendency to injure credit 
and do pecuniary injury to the subject of it, the juris- 
diction arises. Property in his own name a man un- 
doubtedly has when he uses it as a species of trade-mark 
like a crest, motto, or other distinctive emblem; and even 
where he does not do this, he is entitled to protection 
nevertheless, where his name is used by another in such 
a@ manner as to injure his credit. Thus, in Routh v. 
Webster, 10 Beav. 561, the provisional directors of a joint- 
stock company were restrained from publishing a pro- 
spectus in which the name of the plaintiff appeared 
without his authority, as one of the provisional directors, 
on the ground that to do so was to place him, without 
his consent, in a situation of responsibility, which might 
end in injury to his property. 

In Clark v. Freeman (11 Beav. 112) Lord Langdale 
refused to restrain the defendant from vending pills 
under the name of Sir James Clark’s pills, which pur- 
ported falsely to be the pills of Sir James Clark, an emi- 
nent consulting physician of that day. It was argued 
that the defendant’s proceedings were injurious to the 
Plaintiff’s professional character, and consequently caleu- 
lated to diminish his professional income. The ground 





thought it not likely that the plaintiff could have sus~ 
tained or be likely to sustain any, it being absurd on the- 
face of it that a leading physician should advertise him- 
self as the maker of a quack remedy. There is a dictum 
of Lord Cairns in Mazwell vy. Hogg (L. R. 2 Ch. 310) to 
the effect that, in his opinion, Clari: v. Yreeman might 
have been decided the other way, on the ground that a 
man has a property in his own name. But the ground 
of the decision seems to have been, as we have already 
seen, that no real actual damage to the property of the 
plaintiff was shown to have arisen. On the other hand, 
a bookseller was restrained from publishing a poem which 
he falsely represented to be by Lord Byron, on the ground 
that as Lord Byron was in the habit of publishing 
poems, the act of the defendant was an actual injury to 
his property (Byron v. Johnstone, 2 Mer. 29). The dis- 
tinction between the two cases may be put thus. In 
Byron v. Johnstone the injury was substantial, because 
Lord Byron was in the habit of publishing his poems; 
in Clark v. Freeman the injury was sentimental, not 
actual, because Sir James Clark never advertised his. 
pills for sale, and it was impossible to suppose that he 
did or ever weuld, In a very recent case it was held 
that a bill would lie to restrain an association of work- 
men from posting placards which were construed by the 
Vice-Chancellor as of a threatening nature, on the ground 
that the system of terrorism thereby established was an 
injury to the plaintiff's property. Springhead Spinning 
Company v. Riley (16 W. R. 1138), a case which, professes 
to do no more than give effect to the dictum of Lord 
Eldon in Gee v. Pritchard (2 Swanst. 413) that in cases 
of injury to property the Court is bound’ to give its pro- 
tection;* the same principle is at the bottom of the 
decision in the present case—namely, that the Court has 
jurisdiction to restrain by injunction the publication of 
advertisements injurious to a man’s reputation and mer- 
cantile credit, on the ground that a man’s good name, 
as also Shakespeare held (Othello, Act iii., Sc. 3), is part, 
and a most valuable part, of his property. 
COMMON LAW. 

OF PROPERTY IN GOODS—CONSIGNOR 

CONSIGNEE—BILL OF LADING. 

Shepherd v. Harrison, Q.B.,17 W. R. 609. 

This case turned rather upon a question of fact than 
of law, but, as circumstances like those in this case often 
recur, the decision is of some importance. 

The plaintiff instructed his agents at Pernambuco to 
buy cotton on certain terms. They bought cotton and 
shipped it, and sent the plaintiff an invoice, stating the 
cotton to be shipped on account of and at the risk of the 
plaintiff, and asked him to accept bills drawn by them 
on him for the amount of the price of the cotton. They 
sent the bills and the bill of lading for the cotton, in- 
dorsed in blank, to their agent at Liverpool, who for- 
warded both to the plaintiff, requesting him to accept 
the bills. 

The plaintiff refused to accept the bills, alleging that 
the cotton was not purchased according to orders, but 
he kept the bill of lading, and demanded the cotton from 
the defendants, the owners of the ship in which the cargo 
was carried. The defendants, in consequence of direc— 
tions from the Liverpool agents, refused to deliver the 
cotton to the plaintiff, who then brought an action of 
trover, 

It was held, on a case stated, that the plaintiff was 
not entitled to recover, as the acceptance of the bills of 
exchange was a condition precedent to his right to ob- 
tain the cotton. 

A good many cases were cited in the argument, and 

* In Springhead Spinning Company v. Riley the decision 
was on demurrer, and the bill expressly alleged that the acts 
complained of were done for the purpose of intimidation. 
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the result of them appears to be that when bills of ex- 
change and bills of lading are sent together direct to the 
consignee, it must be taken that ‘the intention of the 
parties is that the consignee should at once have the 
property in the goods represented by the bill of lading, 
and in such cases the acceptance of the bills of exchange 
is not a condition precedent to the consignee’s right to 
the property. 

When, however, the bills of exchange and bills of 
lading are sent, not directly to the consignee, but to an 
agent of the consignor, then the intention will be taken 
to be that the consignee’s right to the goods is conditional 
upon his acceptance of the bills of exchange. Shepherd 
v. Harrison was decided according to this view of the au- 
thorities. 

These are really merely questions of fact. In each case 
the question is, what was the intention of the parties? As, 
however, this intention has often to be gathered solely 
from a course of business which has often been adopted, 
a decision as to the legal effect of that course of business 
is as important as a decision on a principle of law. The 
ground of this decision is not explained very clearly in 
one respect. It was held that the plaintiff was not en- 
titled to the goods ; but this might have been either be- 
cause the property in the goods was originally in the 
Pernambuco agents, and had not passed to the plaintiff, 
inasmuch as the delivery of the bill of lading was 
only conditional upon the acceptance of the bills, or 
the plaintiff might have had the property vested in him, 
but subject to a lien in favour ot his agents for the 
price. 

For the purposes of this case it was not necessary to 
decide this point. In either view the plaintiff was not 
entitled to recover. This question might, however, have 
been of vital importance if the goods had been lost on 
the voyage. The loss would have fallen on their owner, 
and then this point must have been decided. 

Cockburn, C.J., points out the possibility that such a 
case may arise, and seems to intimate that he would be 
prepared to hold that the agents had a lien only. The 
other judgments are not inconsistent with this view, 
which it is likely would have been adopted if the point 
had required decision. 

BANKRUPTCY—* FRAUDULENT GIFT, DEALING, OR 

TRANSFER ”—12 & 13 Vict. Cc. 106, 8. 67. 
Isitt v. Beeston, Ex., 17 W. R. 620. 

Section 67 of 12 & 13 Vict. c. 106, provides, inter alia, 
that any trader making “any fraudulent gift, dealing, or 
transfer of any of his goods or chattels with 
intent to defeat or delay his creditors, shall be deemed 
to have thereby committed an act of bankruptcy.” It 
was decided in Jsitt v. Beeston that a removal of goods 
by the bankrupt into the possession of another person, 
with the bankrupt’s consent, is not a “fraudulent gift, 
dealing, or transfer,” unless the bankrupt gives or pur- 
ports to give to some one some title to the goods. The 
evidence in this case showed simply a removal of the goods 
from the possession of the bankrupt to that of another 
person, and therefore there was no sufficient evidence of 
any act of bankruptcy under this section. This decision 
follows and approves Cotton v. James (M. & M. 273).

COUNTY COURTS. 
EXETER. 
(Before R. A. Fisuer, Esq., Deputy Judge.) 
Aug. 3.—Ridge v. Corfe and Others. 

Defendants, being the owners in fee of certain property 
which was in the oceupation of plaintiffs under a renewable 
dase, wrote a letter to the plaintiffs stating the terms on 
which a renewed lease would be granted, or the reversion in fee 
sold, Plaintiffs verbally accepted the terms offered in the 
letter. 

Held, that the letter required to be stamped as an agreement. 


In this action Elizabeth Bishop Ridge, John Ridge, and 





James Ridge, being the executors under the will of James 
Ridge, deceased, were the plaintiffs. 

The Rev. James Corfe and the Rev. J. C. Rowlatt, and 
others, being the custos and college of vicars choral of 
the choir of the cathedral church of St. Peter, in Exeter, 
were the defendants. Plaintiffs sought to recover the sum 
of £15 had and received by defendants for the use of the 
plaintiffs. 

Mr. Fryer was for the plaintiffs; Mr. Floud appeared for 
the defendants. 

The defendants are the owners in fee of certain premises 
situate in the Cathedral-yard, in Exeter. In or about the 
month of July, 1836, they leased these premises to Mr, 
James Ridge (since deceased) for a term of forty years, at 
the yearly rent of £1; the tenant also paying a further 
sum of £3 8s. a year for redeemed land tax. It was the 
custom of the defendants to renew all leases granted by 
them at the end of every fourteen years, on payment of a 
fine for renewal. James Ridge, the lessee, omitted, however, 
to renew the lease at the end of the first fourteen years, and 
in 1863 he died without having, up to that time, obtained 
any renewal of the lease. By his will he bequeathed the 

remises in question to his widow (the plaintiff, E. B, 

idge) for life, with certain trusts afterwards; and he 
appointed her and the other plaintiffs executors of his 
will. The will was subsequently duly proved by the 
executors. 

The defendant, Mr. Corfe, is the custos of the college of 
vicars choral. In consequence of a certain communication 
from him James Ridge, one of the plaintiffs, called on him 
to discuss the terms on which the college of vicars choral 
would grant a renewal, or would sell the fee simple, to the 
plaintiffs. Mr. Corfe then told the plaintiff James Ridge 
that the vicars choral would not entertain any proposals 
for a sale of the reversion until a new lease had been 
granted to plaintiffs. In consequence of that interview 
the defendant Mr. Corfe subsequently wrote a letter to the 
plaintiff, which was as follows:— 


‘8, Albert-terrace, Mount Radford, Exeter. 
House in Cathedral-yard (late Mr. Ridge), 
The fee of this house, after the expiration of the full lease 


of forty years, is worth about £80. 
Lease oe 


Fee 


... £185 
£80 
Total £265 
N.B.—If the lessee desires to purchase the fee or 
reversion, the vicars will require the renewal fine to be 
set at £200; but the total sum of £265 or thereabouts 
will not thereby be increased. J.CorFE, Custos.” 


It ought to be explained that in the above letter the item 
for ‘‘lease’”’ means the renewal fine which would be charged 
for a new lease ; and the word “fee” means the price of 
the fee simple of the premises. 

In consequence of this letter plaintiffs took a renewal 
lease from the defendants. For this they paid £200, as 
they expressed their intention to purchase the fee, instead 
of the fee of £185 which would otherwise have been pay- 
able. After the renewal lease had been granted the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners refused to sanction the sale 
of the reversion in fee at the price proposed. The sale 
consequently fell to the ground. Plaintiff now claimed 
to recover £15, being the difference between £200 they had 
paid on the promise of a sale of the reversion and the £185 
which the defendants had agreed to accept for a simple 
renewal, 

Mr. Fryer, having proved the facts above set out, pro- 
posed to put in the above letter. He strenuously con- 
tended, in opposition to Mr. Floud’s objection, that the 
letter was a mere offer, and not a complete agreement, and 
that, therefore (though it had been verbally accepted), it 
did not require a stamp. 

The registrar having called his Honour’s attention to 
the matter, 

His Honovr said he considered that a stamp was needed. 
He had been going through the cases, within the last few 
days, in preparing his digest. The impression left by them 
on his mind certainly was that such a document as that 
now produced needed a stamp. As that was strongly his 
opinion, he should so rule. If plaintiffs were not satisfied 
they could apply to the Stamp Office in the meantime, and, 
if necessary, bring a fresh action at the next court. 

Plaintiffs nonsuited.

\ District Court, PHILADELPHIA. 

| July 3.—Adams v. Adams. 

; A tenant by sufferance may be dispossessed at the pleasure of 
the landlord, but trespass will lie for any unnecessary violence 
or injury to goods in the removal. 

Opinion by Strovp, J. 

' The plaintiff had occupied certain real estate, situate at 
the corner of Rachel and Laurel streets, in this city, asa 

| tenant of Messrs. McCutchen & Collins. The property was 

' of considerable extent, and was used by the tenant for 

several purposes—viz., to smoke and cure meat, and to 

manufacture corn brooms. These kinds of business he had 
carried on there from 1859. There had been an agreement 
between McCutchen & Collins and the plaintiff, that he 
should pay twenty dollars a month as rent, and should give 
up possession on notise by the lessors that they had sold the 
premises. Such a sale had been effected by them to the de- 
fendant, and notice of this fact had been given to the plain- 
tiff, and some negociation had taken place between the 
parties looking to the withdrawal of the plaintiff. The 
plaintiff was tardy in carrying out this arrangement, when 
the defendant became impatient at the delay, a quarrel en- 
sued, in which mutual threats of injury to each other were 


made. 

At length, the defendant, having previously declared that 
he would have the plaintiff in prison, though it should cost 
him 3,000 dols., caused a warrant to be issued against him, 
on an oath that he had threatened his life. Under this 
warrant the plaintiff was arrested by a constable and taken 
away from the place. Whilst absent, and in the custody of 
the constable, the defendant, with several assistants, took 
off the locks from the doors, entered into the premises, re- 
moved the plaintiff's goods and laid them in the street. 
Among the goods so removed, it was testified, was a 
quantity of broom corn worth 300 dollars, and household 
furniture and other articles. 

This is the general result of the evidence on the trial. 

The plaintiff sued the defendant in trespass, charging in 
his declaration a forcible breaking and entry of his store and 
the carrying away of his goods. 

All the charges in the declaration were sustained by 
plenary evidence. 

The defendant justified his conduct by reason of the 
plaintiff’s refusal to give up the demised premises in accord- 
ance with his agreement with McCutchen & Collins. 

The ruling in Overdeer v. Lewis, 1 W. & S. 90, was the 
ground work of the defence. The facts in Overdeer v. Lewis 
are briefly and perspicuously stated in the report. Joseph 
Lichty, being the owner of a house and lot, leased the same 
to Eli Overdeer for the term of one year, to end on the Ist 
April, 1839. During the pendency of the lease, Lichty 
conveyed to the defendant, Robert N. Lewis. 

Some time after the Ist April, 1839, the defendant 
ordered the plaintiff immediately to quit the possession of 
the front room of the house which he yet occupied as a 
store. The plaintiff declined to do so immediately, but 
offered to do so the next day. The defendant persisted in 
his leaving it immediately, and commenced to remove the 
goods, and in so doing broke and otherwise injured them. 

This constituted the trespass for which the action was 
brought. 

The Court instructed the jury that the facts in evidence 
showed that the plaintiff was a tenant at will, subject to be 
removed at the pleasure of the landlord; that the defen- 
dant was not, therefore, liable for damages for the act of 
removing the plaintiff immediately at his pleasure, but only 
for unnecessary violence or injury to his property. 

This direction was the subject of exception, and on a 
writ of error the ruling of the Court below was affirmed. 

It is remarkable that the judge below, the counsel in the 
cause, and the Supreme Court, concur in calling the rela- 
tion of the tenant to the landlord a tenancy at will; when 
it is, obviously, according to every text writer, from Coke 
upwards and downwards, a tenancy at sufferance, and not 
at will, Thus Blackstone says, a tenant at sufferance is 
where one comes into possession of land by lawful title, 
but keeps it afterwards without any title at all. As, ifa 
man takes a lease for a year, and after the year is expired, 
continues to hold the premises without any fresh lease from 
the owner of the estate.” (2 Commentaries, 150.) 
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Indeed, a tenant at will may, under certain circum- 
stances, become a tenant at sufferance, according to Black- 
stone, who says, ‘‘if a man maketh a lease at will and dies, 
the estate at will is thereby determined ; but if the tenant 
continueth possession, he is tenant at sufferance.”’ 

It is a curious fact, that the doctrine of Ov-rdeer v. Lewis, 
whether the tenancy there be regarded as of will or at 
sufferance, cannot be traced in any preceding case in our 
reports ; and it is equally strange, that when, in 1840, Vew- 
tov v. Hariand was decided in the Court of Common Pleas, 
in England, involving the consideration of the same ele- 
‘mentary law, the Court was divided, and it was said by one 
of the judges: “It is remarkable that a question so likely 
to arise should never have been directly brought before any 
court sitting in banc, until it was brought before this 
Court in the present case” (1 M. & G. 592). The opinion 
of the majority of the judges was different from the ruling 
in Overdeer v. Lewis, decided the next year, but before Man- 
ning & Granger had been pubiished here. 

Overdcer v. Lewis, though founded in plain mistake as to 
the nature of the relation between the landlord and tenant, 
is binding authority with us. The mere dispossession of the 
plaintiff by the defendants cannot be impugned. But it is 
part of this decision, that the dispossession must be affected 
without unnecessary violence or injury to the tenant’s pro- 

rty. 

The evidence in the cause in hand showed the abuse 
of legal process, and unnecessary injury to the plaintiff's 
goods. 

Rule for a new trial is discharged. 








OBITUARY. 


MR. J. HAYWOOD. 

The death of Mr. Joseph Haywood, J.P., formerly a 
solicitor, of Sheffield, took, place at his residence there, on 
the 3rd of August. Upwards of thirty years ago the late 
Mr. Edward Bramley, who was for many years town clerk 
of Sheffield, joined Mr. Haywood in business as junior 
partner, and at a later period the firm received a further 
accession in Mr. Robert John Gainsford, when the firm 
was known as Haywood, Gainsford, & Bramley. In 1846 


Mr. Haywood retired from practice, and was included in | 


the first Commission of the Peace issued for Sheffield, and 
continued for many years to discharge the duties of a 
borough magistrate. The state of his health, however, had 
compelled him for some years past to retire from the bench, 
and he has since lived in seclusion, suffering from a long 
and painful illness, which eventually proved fatal. At the 
time of his death he had reached the age of 79 years. 


MR. A. BLAGG. 

_Mr. Arthur Blagg, deputy coroner for the Uttoxeter 
district of the county of Stafford, died at his residence, 
Park-place, Uttoxeter, on the 9th August, after a few 
days’ illness. Mr. Blagg, who was in his fifty-ninth year, 
was for along period, and up to the time of his death, the 
confidential clerk of Mr. A. A. Flint, solicitor, of Uttoxeter, 
who holds the office of coroner for that district, and to 
whom Mr. Blagg was deputy. Mr. Flint is also clerk to 
the magistrates of the borough, and the late Mr. Blagg also 
frequently acted for him as clerk at petty sessions, 


MR. J. F. GREEN. 

_ The death of Mr. James Fordham Green, solicitor, of 
Ware, Hertfordshire, occurred on the 28th July, at the age 
of seventy-two years. Mr. Green was certificated as an 
attorney in Hilary Term, 1820, and exercised the functions 
of a commissioner to administer oaths in chancery, a com- 
missioner for taking affidavits, and a perpetual commis- 
sioner. He was one of the leading men of Ware, and his 
funeral, which took place on the 4th August, received marks 
of public respect from the townspeople, who closed their shops 
on the occasion. 


; MR. JOHN SURRAGE. 

This gentleman, a barrister, of the Middle Temple and 
of Armitage Lodge, Sydenham, Kent, expired at Clifton 
on the 6th August, in the fifty-first year of his age. Mr. 
Surrage was called to the Bar at the Middle Temple in 
January, 1843, and has practised for many years as a con- 
veyancer and equity draughtsman, and in the Court of 
Chancery.

LAW STUDENTS’ JOURNAL. 


GENERAL EXAMINATION. 
Micuartmas Term, 1869, 

The Council of Legal Education have approved of the 
following rules for the general examination of the students. 

Tho attention of the students is requested to the following 
rules of the Inns of Court :— 

“‘ As an inducement to students to propose themselves for 
examination, studentships shall be founded of fifty guineas 
per annum each and‘ twenty-five guineas per annum each 
respectively, to continue fora period of three years, and 
one such studentship shall be conferred on the most dis- 
tinguished student at each general examination, and one 
such exhibition shall be conferred on the student who ob- 
tains the second position; and further, the examiners shall 
select and certify the names of three other students who 
shall have passed the next best examinations ; and the 
Inns of Court to which such students as aforesaid belong 
may, if desired, dispense with any terms, not exceeding two, 
that may remain to be kept by such students previously to 
their being called tothe Bar. Provided that the examiners 
shall not be obliged to confer or grant any studentship, 
exhibition, or certificate, unless they shall be of opinion that 
the examination of the students they select has been such as 
entitles them thereto.” 

“ At every call to the Bar those students who have passed 
a general examination, and either obtained a studentship, 
an exhibition, or a certificate of honour at such examination, 
shall take rank in seniority over all other students who 
shall be called on the same day.” 

“No students shal: be eligible to be called to the Bar who 
shall not either have attended during one whole year the 
lectures and classes of two of the readers, or have satisfac- 
torily passed a public examination.”

THE DEATH OF LORD JUSTICE SELWYN has struck 
everyone with surprise and deep regret. It was known 
that he was ill, and that he had undergone a lithotomic 
operation, but until quite recently he was considered to 
be progressing satisfactorily. He was but fifty-six, and few 
of those who marked the vigour of his stalwart frame when 
three short months ago he presided in his genial way at 
the anniversary dinner of the Solicitors’ Benevolent As- 
sociation, could have imagined that his life was to 
be the shortest on the bench. As the most genial and 
honourable of English gentlemen he had the esteem and 
goodwill of all who came in contact with him. Asa 
judge, if not a great lawyer, he brought to bear upon the 
matter before him a strength of sound shrewd common 
sense (anything but so common as some imagine), 
which caused his decisions to be received with satisfac- 
tion. During his short judicial career he ever showed the 
same kindness, good sense, and independence which 
had earned him so much goodwill as a barrister. 

Within the short space of three years three Lords 
Justices (Knight Bruce, Turner, and Selwyn) are dead, 
two (Cairns and Wood) have been promoted to the wool- 


sack, and one (Rolt) has resigned on account of ill- 


health. For thirteen years previously there had been no 
change on this bench. We do not think it necessary in 
this place to speculate upon Sir Charles Selwyn’s succes- 
sor. Lord Cairns or Sir Roundell Palmer would either 
of them be an excellent Lord Justice, and the same may 
be said of Vice-Chancellor James. If the latter were 
promoted, his present place might be appropriately filled 
by his successor in the Lancaster Chancery Court, Mr. 
Wickens. An obituary notice of Sir Charles Selwyn will 
be found in another column. 





WHATEVER THE House OF COMMONS may have 
thought of Mr. Bruce’s reply, on Monday last, to Colonel 
French’s question about the appointment of revising 
barristers on the Home Circuit, by the Bar generally, 
and especially the Home Circuit Bar, it has been received 
with simple amazement. 

The question put was as follows:— 

Whether there was any foundation for the statement which 
appeared in the Morning Star newspaper on Wednesday, 
the 4th of August last, that the Lord Chief Baron called a 
meeting of the revising barristers for the Home Circuit at 
Lewes, and informed them that the judges had agreed that 
the appointment to their office should be considered temporary, 
and that in future a preference, should always be shown to the 
sons and relatives of judges in selecting individuals for these 
offices, 

Mr. Bruce is reported to have replied in the following 
terms:— 

Tam satisfied that my hon. friend, in putting this ques- 
tion, did not believe the statement to be true, and did not 
think the circumstances alleged in it were in the remotest 
degree probable ; but he wished to give to me, or rather to 
the learned judge, an opportunity of denying a statement 
which tends to reflect discrediton him and upon the whole 
Bench. The best answer I can give to the question is to 
read a letter I received from the Lord Chief Baron this 
morning. It is as follows :— 





“The statement in a newspaper to which Colonel 
French’snotice refers must be founded upon some unaccount- 
able mistake, or is a mere fiction. I never informed the 
revising barristers for the Home Circuit, or anybody else, 
‘that the judges had agreed that the appointment to their 
offices should be considered temporary, and that in future 
a preference should always be shown to the sons and rela- 
tives of judges ;’ nor have thejudges ever so agreed. These 
appointments are, as you are aware, made under an Act of 
Parliament, and the judges have no power to make them 
permanent or temporary at their pleasure, or otherwise 
than merely for the revision next ensuing the date of the 
appointment. I lately called together at Lewes the gentle- 
men whom I intended to appoint, in order that they might 
assist me in arranging the districts in which they were 
respectively to act, and inform me of the addition to their 
number which they thought would be required. I have 
since appointed them according to the statute, ten in 
number, and for the approaching revision only. One of 
them is the son ofa judge, another the grandson ofa former 
Lord Chancellor, and the remaining eight are the revising 
barristers of last year, whom I simply re-appointed. and who 
are, as far as I know, unconnected with the Bench. All are 
unquestionably competent, and I believe among the ablest 
and the best who could have been selected. This is all the 
information I am able to give in relation to the Colonel’s 
question.” 

Now let us see the facts of the case. 

Down to last year the appointment of revising barris- 
ters was governed by a permanent Act. Every summer 
circuit the senior judge of assize appointed the proper 
number of revisors. The appointment was by the Act 
only for the forthcoming revision; but it was a perfectly 
settled rule that when once a revisor was appointed by 
one judge his appointment should be repeated from year 
to year, unless there were a reason to the contrary,—so 
much so that when the Chief Justice declined to re- 
appoint Mr. Beales it was regarded, and justly, in the 
light of a dismissal for cause shown. The office was 
therefore practically made permanent by the rule estab- 
lished for themselves by the judges. In the same way, 
by the usage of Parliament, the office of Speaker of the 
House of Commons is practically permanent. The un- 
initiated might, therefore, easily misunderstand the 
passage in which the Chief Baron says of these appoint- 
ments that “the judges have no power to make them 
permanent or temporary at their pleasure, or otherwise 
than for the revision next ensuing the date of the ap- 
pointment.” 

Another perfectly settled rule was, that the Chief Jus- 
tice appointed the revisors for London and Middlesex 
from among the equity bar; while the judges of assize 
appointed those for each circuit from among the bar 
practising on that circuit. 

The standing number of revising barristers on the 
Home Circuit was ten. And last year, had nothing ex- 
ceptional occurred, there would have been at least one 
vacancy to fill up. But in fact, by a special Act, 
the number for last year was made fifteen. Baron 
Martin, the senior judge of assize, re-appointed 
as a matter of course all the old revisors, and appointed 
new men to make up the number of fifteen. To the old 
district which had been vacated, and which would have 
had to be provided for just the same had there been nothing 
exceptional in the year, he appointed Mr. Francis, a 
gentleman of many years’ standing and far the senior of 
the new men appointed. This appointment was under- 
stood by Mr. Francis to be an ordinary, and in the mode 
we have pointed out a permanent, appointment to fill 
the vacant post ; it was so regarded by the Bar gene- 
rally ; and we believe there is no doubt it was so in- 
tended at the time by the judge who madeit, nor is there 
any reason to think that that judge has changed his 
mind. 

This year the number of revisors was to be again 
ten, and the selection fell to the Chief Baron Eight 
revisors who had been appointed before last year were, 
as a matter of course, re-appointed. Everybody sup- 
posed that Mr. Francis’ appointment would follow the 
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same rule; and it was naturally expected that out of 
regard to the public interest the tenth revisor would be 
chosen from among those who had learned their work 
and shown their competency last year. In one case this 
last rule was followed. The appointment was given to Mr. 
Channell, a gentleman in every way fitted for the post, one 
of those employed last year, and who of course was not 
the less fitted for being the son of a judge. But the re- 
maining appointment was of avery different kind. Mr. 
Francis was not re-appointed; aud his rejection was per- 
sisted in, though his claims and the grounds of them were 
fully brought to the notice of the Chief Baron. All the 
revisors of last year were passed by. The office was 
given to Mr. Jemmett, a gentleman at the equity bar, 
who, we believe, was onee elected a member of the Home 
Circuit, but who does not go the circuit, who does not 
describe himself as of the Home Circnit in the Law List, 
and whose name is not upon the circuit list. He has 
the advantage, however, of being the grandson of an ex- 
Chancellor. 

Having made this selection, the Chief Baron, as he 
mentions in his letter, called the revisors together. It 
was and is the universal belief of the circuit that at that 
interview the Chief Baron said, and he was, we believe, 
understood by those who heard him to say, that the 
judges had agreed that last years’ new appointments 
should be considered as temporary; and that he himself, 
at any rate, had determined that the sons and relatives 
of judges should have a preference over other claimants 
for these offices. The belief that something to this 
effect was said will certainly continue until it is con- 
tradicted, and the Chief Baron’s letter to Mr. Bruce does 
not contradict it; while the selection actually made by 
him is quite in accordance with the statement attributed 
to him, 

As to the appointment which has actually been made, 
we can only say that it would in any case have been a 
most improper one, and there was everything in the cir- 
cumstances of the case to make it worse. We by no means 
wonder at the strong feeling entertained upon the subject 
on the Home Circuit. 

But what is to be said of what passed in the House 
ot Commons? Oneor other of two things must be the 
ease. Either Mr. Bruce committed the serious indis- 
eretion of reading only a portion of the Chief Baron’s 
letter to the House, or else the Chief Baron, when 
writing the letter, had not clearly before his mind the 
terms of Colonel French’s question, which was not 
whether the statement referred to was accurate, but 
whether there was any foundation for it. Otherwise it 
is impossible that the Chief Baron could have written 
the last sentence of his letter. 


LasT WEEK we printed the report agreed on by Mr. 
Lowe’s Select Committee on the New Law Courts Site, 
in which the Committee resolved in favour of Carey- 
street. Following the example of one or two of our con- 
temporaries we have this week presented our readers with 
Mr. Lowe’s own draft report, which was rejected by the 
Committee. It is rumoured in various quarters that the 
“ Battle of the Sites” is not yet over. The reference to 
a Select Committee was made at the instance of the 
Government, and it was so far unwelcome to the suppor- 
ters of Carey-street, in that it deprived them of Sir 
Roundell Palmer’s advocacy. The Committee, however, 
have decided, and we cannot imagine that after this the 
Government will persist in their endeavours to force the 
Embankment site upon an unwilling majority of the 
public and the professsion. Moreover, Mr. Lowe recently 
in the House of Commons disclaimed any intention of 
bringing in any measure for the purchase of any fresh 
site. At least thisis the reasonable interpretation of his 
reply. When asked on Tuesday whether the Govern- 
ment meant to take any steps during the recess, he stated 
on that occasion that the Government could not do 
anything in the recess. As the Select Committee had 
not recommended the purchase of any fresh land, no 





notice would be given of any bill for that purpose, and ag 
no grant had been obtained from Parliament for the 
erection of the courts on either site, no steps, he said, 
could be taken. 

Had the Howard-street site never been brought for. 
ward, this delay never need have happened. 





WHEN THE VOTE FOR SALARIES and expenses of 
county courts was proposed in the House of Commons 
several members objected to certain items. Mr. Alder- 
man Lusk called attention to an item of £14,600 and 
Mr. Muntz to one of £6,735. Mr. Ayrton in reply said 
“the expenditure was very carefully supervised, and the 
smallest items carefully examined before they were 
allowed.” That the Secretary to the Treasury told the 
literal truth will be seen by the following fact. The 
clerks at a certain county court, after deducting income 
tax from their salaries, found that they must either 
charge a halfpenny too much or too little, in obedience 
to the Treasury rule, which ignores fractions of a penny; 
and selfishly preferring their own good to that of their 
country, they charged the whole penny. The day of re- 
tribution was, however, not far off. The Treasury 
auditor detected the over-charge, and with due solemnity 
and red ink he forthwith eliminated the whole penny, 
accompanying the act with a judicious caution against 
similar overcharges in future. Mr. Ayrton is not re- 
ported to have said that the same “careful supervision” 
is extended to large items. 





THE ANNUAL PROVINCIAL MEETING of the Metro- 
politan and Provincial Law Association will be held 
this year at York, commencing on the 19th of October. 
The programme includes two entertainments by the York- 
shire Law Society, who are to entertain the members of 
the association at dinner, on Tuesday, October 19, besides 
giving them a dejeuner at Scarborough on the Thursday 
following. 

The circular just put forth by the association gives a 
large and, we think, a very well chosen list of suggested 
subjects for papers to be read at the meeting. 





JURISDICTION OF THE COURT OF EQUITY TO 
AWARD DAMAGES. 


The first idea which the law student obtains of the 
distinction between law and equity, is that a court of 
law awards damages for breach of contract, but that 
equity goes farther, and, inasmuch as damages might 
not compensate the plaintiff for that which the defen- 
dant had contracted to give him, will compel the defen- 
dant to perform his contract in specie. If all cases of 
breach of contract were such that one or other of these 
two remedies would always be an adequate redress, and 
if, in addition to this, it were always possible for the 
plaintiff to determine beforehand which was the best 
remedy for his particular case, little inconvenience could 
result from keeping the two jurisdictions apart. In 
practice, however, this is very far otherwise. It may 
be that in order properly to redress the plaintiff's 
wrong, specific performance of the contract must be 
supplemented by some damages for loss or inconvenience 
suffered by reason of the defendant’sdelaying to perform 
until the Court compelled him; or, nearly as often, during 
the progress of the suit for specific performance, some- 
thing happens which renders specific performance im- 
possible, and thus confines the plaintiff to a remedy in 
damages; or it may be that until the defendant has 
given some discovery the plaintiff cannot tell whether or 
no specific performance is possible; or the possibility of 
specific performance may be the very question for deci- 
sion in the suit, as sometimes happens where the 
contract is one for the sale of land, the doubt being 
whether or no the vendor can make a good title. in 
either of these cases a rigid separation of the two juris- 
dictions would be most gallingly inconvenient. It 18 
far better that the Court which can award the highest

MoneEY MARKET AND City INTELLIGENCE. 

Throughout the week great dulness has prevailed in the 
market for all public securities, and there has been little change 
in prices. The feature of the week has been the reduction 
of the Bank rate of discount on Thursday to 2} per cent. This 
was followed by a slight rise in price, which is likely to be sus- 
tained. 

In railway and other shares little has been done, and a down- 
ward tendency has been perceptib'e. 

The annual report of the Eagle Insurance Company, just 
published, shows that the total of premiums received is 
£371,548 12s. 1d., of which sum £13,566 ds. 1d. is for new 
assurances effected in the year. The interest from investments 
is £120,959 12s. 10d., or £4 2s. per cent, on the net amount of 
the company’s realised assets existing in June, 1868, and that 
the profit and loss account exhibits a profit, amounting this year 
to the sum of £48,000. 








THE GERMAN PENAL CODE. 

The commission appointed to inquire into the penal code 
of the North-German Confederation has made the following 
report, showing the chief differences between that proposed 
and the existing Prussian code. 

1, According to the existing code there are fourteen 
crimes to which the penalty of death is attached ; it is now 
proposed to reduce this number to three, namely, premedi- 
tated murder, high treason, and assaults on the head of the 
State. The other crimes formerly punishable with death 
were petty treason, betrayal of the interests of the country, 
unpremeditated murder committed during the commission 
of a crime, arson, making breaches in dams of rivers, dam- 
aging railways, telegraphs, and buoys, wrecking, poisoning 





wells and springs, whenever these offences led to the death 
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of an individual. These crimes are to be punishable with 
penal servitude for life. 

2. The minimum term of hard labour to be reduced from 
two years to one, and the maximum from twenty to fifteen. 
The longest term of imprisonment from twenty years to ten. 

3. Condemnation to hard labour not to involve forfeiture 
of property nor sequestration. 

4. In cases where a fine is inflicted in addition to imprison- 
ment, it is not to exceed two vears. If the criminal is tried 
for other offences the total amount of imprisonment awarded 
is not to exceed four years. 

5. Condemnation to penal servitude is not necessarily to 
involve loss of civil rights ; this is to be left to the decision 
of the judge, with the following exceptions—perjury, extor- 
tion, and exciting todebauchery. The deprivation of these 
rights incases of imprisonment not to exceed the longest 
term which can be adjudged ; that is to say, ten years. 

6. After having completed one half of his term of penal 
servitude or imprisonment, the criminal, if he has conducted 
himself well in prison, is to be liberated conditionally, and 
may obtain the remission of the remainder of his sentence. 

7. The number of offences which formerly left the crimi- 
nal after his liberation from prison under the surveillance 
of the police to be considerably reduced in number, and in 
all cases the right to exercise this surveillance must be de- 
cided by the judge. 

8. The mere attempt to commit an offence is not to be 
punished with the same severity as when the offence is 
completed. Also in the latter case when the offender has 
not acted of his own free will. 

9. No child uader twelve years of age to be amenable to 
the criminal] law. 

10. Judges in pronouncing sentences of punishment may 
take into consideration the time during which the prisoner 
has been awaiting: his trial. 








The salary of the Recorder of Liverpool (J. B. Aspinall, 
Esq., Q.C.) has been increased, by the Town Council of that 
borough, to 900 guineas (£945) per annum, so long as he con- 
tinues to hold eight sessions during the year. He had 
previously been paid 500 guineas a year for holding four ses- 
sions, receiving fifty guineas extra for every additional session. 
The Recorder of Liverpool has also received permission to hold 
a second court during the next session. 

Tur Lone Vacation.—This, considered from a solicitor’s 
point of view, may be said, practically, to commence to-day. Up 
to six o'clock last (Friday) evening the Accountant-General’s 
office was open; and only those experienced in the routine of a 
lawyer's office know how much remains to be done for anxious 
besieging clients whilst the Accountant-General in Chancery 
can be put in motion in order to obtain the payment of money 
out of court. For one year, yesterday will see the last of an 
autumnal impediment to traffic in the narrowest part of a 
crowded thoroughfare, caused by the numerous cabs and other 
vehicles which annually in the month of August throng the 
entrance to the Accountant-General’s office.
